NEWPORT UARBOB. 


The harbor of Newport bafl gained a world 


wide celebrity, both for Its ready accessibilit 
at all time*, and with the wind from any quar 
ter, to vessels of the lorgcsl-clasjy and for tlii 
security of Ha anchorage. And for the simllei 
class of coasten there arc/«w harbors in the 
world equal lo that of Newport. Spacious am 
'land-locked on every side, a fleet of five hun 
drod sail of vessels could rido out the heavies, 
galo therein with easa and safety. 
But our ob- 


ject is not to issue a panegyric on what is al- 
ready so well known, but to elate a fact that 
appears not to bo sufficiently realized by those 
interested in tho commercial prosperity of our 
city. Tho harbor of Newport is gradually fill- 
ing up. Espccisllyis this tho case with that 
portion east of Qoat Island, known as tho Jii- 
nerllarbor. Slowly is this going.on, butsure- 
ly, like tho formation, in scino parts of the 
world, of coral reofs, only inure rapidly. Per- 
haps tho filling up is at the rate of an inch a 
year, perhaps more, parhaps less. The brig 
Edmiston Brothers, Wiiioll recently discharged 
a cargo of coal hero, came in drawing 17 feet 
of water, and there was not water sufficient at 
Long Wharf—tho deepest wharf in tho port— 
by 2 1-2 feet to float her, aud a largo portion 
of her cargo had to be discharged by lighters. 
At tho.other wharves it is worse still. 
Where 


half a century ago wo arc told there .was 12 
feet of water, there is now noaroely 7 feet, and 
nil along the wharves, whore once vessels draw- 
ing.from 10 to 12 feet of water came in with- 
out difficulty, vessels of tho £ame draught can- 
not now approach at all! This difficulty, too, 
eitonds all through tho inner harbor, whore 
ohco was sufficient depth for vessels of any 
class, but where now vessels drawing 12 feet 
cannot come, except in tho narrow strip n,ear 
float Island, forming the channel, where there 
are H feet. In a few years more, .unless some- 
thing is done to deepen tho docks and harbor, 
even ordinary colliers wiilnot be able to reach 
our wharves, or OYCD to find an anchorage in the 
harbor. In addition to this, there are at least 
two sunken wharves hero, directly in the track 
of vessels coming in to the docks, 
which 


are an obstruction to navigation, and should 
cither bo removed or buoyed, so that vessels 
may avoid them. 


This filling iu is caused principally bytlio 


wash of tho streets through tho sewers, though 
wo aro told ths steamers coming into the bar 
bor are in the habit of throwing overboard 
their ashes and cinders just before reachinE 
their wharves. Tho former probahly^cannot bo 
remedied, though we think the latter could and 
should ho.
